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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Applicant's claim for domestic priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) is acknowledged. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement (IDS) filed 3/2/2004 is in compliance with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is 
being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US patent 3062568, Andresen et al. 

In regards to claim 1 , Andresen et al disclose an insert for use in connecting two 
threaded wellbore tubulars (25, 26) end-to-end, the insert comprising: 

a wire thread (27) wherein the inner diameter is engaged with the threads of a 
first tubular, or the outer diameter is engaged with corresponding mating threads of a 
second tubular. 

In regards to claim 2, Andresen et al disclose the insert being helically or spirally 
shaped. 
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In regards to claim 3, Andresen et al disclose the insert being metallic. 

In regards to claim 5, Andresen et al disclose a method (col. 2, line 1 through col. 
4, line 1 1 ) for connecting two wellbore tubulars end-to-end comprising: 

threading an insert around the external threads of a first tubular prior to joining 
the first tubular with a second tubular, and threading the tubulars. 

In regards to claim 6, Andresen et al disclose threading an insert around the 
external threads of a first tubular prior to joining the first tubular with a second tubular, 
and threading the tubulars. 

In regards to claim 7, Andresen et al disclose the insert being helically or spirally 
shaped. 

In regards to claim 8, Andresen et al disclose the insert being metallic. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Andresen et al in view of US patent 4140337, Arcella et al. 

In regards to claims 4 and 9, Andresen et al disclose the claimed invention 
except for the insert being coated with a sealant. Arcella et al teach an insert (26) being 
coating with a sealant (28) to hermetically seal the threads to the insert (col. 2, lines 61- 
68). As Arcella et al relates to hermetically connecting two sealed low pressure 
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systems, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to coat an insert with a sealant to hermetically seal the threads 
to the insert, as taught by Arcella et al. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure because it illustrates the inventive concept of the invention.
